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-6n the other; even the King of 
France, whoſe Ex2mple in few things 
is ſo far to bz recommended as 1n 
this, when his Ambition Ied him 
to graſp It the Dominion of Europe, 
2pd exorhiiagt Power became his 
Darling $i: ; yet benever attempt- 
ei forcign States, he never began 
his foreign Encroichmente, fie ne- 
ver extended his Eruptions beyeud 
his own Deminions, but with all 
the Czvtions and nrudent Manage- 
men's imaginable for the Defence of 
his 6wn,_ thet was poſſible to be ex- 
ertcd; how Go we fee his Domi- 
nions fenced with Cjnnumerable 
ftrony Torns—like a Wall of Braſs 
ſurrousrGing his Territories, and in 
ſome Places donbled and trebbled 
like Ont-works t9 one another — 
Thorough which there 1s no paſſing 
hut ia the Face of Terror. and 
Death, a too pregnant Inſtance of 
which we have had in the Siege of 
Liſle, and this before, or as faſt as 
he invaded any of his Neighbours. 
But to be inſulted on one ſide for 
Want of Men, on another - fide for 
Weantof Money, and on a third fide 
for Want of Council, and yet at the 
ſame time on the fourth ſide employ 
the chief Strength and Power of the 
whole to puſh on private Conqueſts, 
and purſve . particulars Intereſts, 
pick Quarrels with new People, on 
new and remote Occaſions 
And make new Enemies, the old 


Ones being too powerful for him 


to withſtand ; +this is a Thing, the 
Witchcraft of which is paſt moſt 
Men's Underſtanding. * 


But to leave the Folly Of it— 
What ſhall we ſay to it, if we ſhould 
be ask'd, how far the Confederates 


of ſnch a Prince are concern'd in it ? 


— How far they are oblig'd to con- 
ſent to it—And how far concern'd 
to joyn it ? ' The great and bloody 
War we are now concern'd in a- 
eainit France, was begun, as is fre- 
quently mention, in the reſpeQtive 
Decla1 ations on every fide, for ge- 
neral Liberty, to reſcue Europe from 
the Chains of France, and to ſecure 
the general Trarquility, by redu:- 
cing - Power''to a ,Ballance—
